The President of the &, minary de- 
clared: “If we can get thos two prin- 
ciples accepted, we can preserve th 
essence of the Nicene Creed.’ 

But which Christian Churc} there 
which does not already profess these 
two principles in theory, though it 
may not demand that its clergymen 
enforce them in practice? If Christ 
was not God why should there be a 
Christian Church? If He was not God 
what attraction should His promise 
lave? 

The difficulty will always be with 


the second principle. No matter to 
what extent Christians may affirm the 
Bible to be a record of the Christian 
faith or to be the inspired word of 
God, there will always be trouble if

each ‘may interpret the Bible to suit 
himself. 

What a candid admission the clerry- 
man makes of the failure of the Prot- 
estant churches, and therefore of their 
lack of divine sanction! How human 
are all these compromising efforts for 


the sake of union! “The gates of 
hell” have prevailed against the 
church, which talks about “going 
back” to the essence of the Nicene 
Creed. 

The Nicene Creed has been pre- 
served, not only as a document, but 
everyone of its provisions has been 


consistently and uninterruptedly ad- 


vocated and enforced through the cen- 


turies by the Catholic Church. This 
same Church preaches in season and 
out of season, without any mental 
reservation, that Christ is truly God. 
This same Church defends the Bible 
as the inspired word of God. and 
claims, in the present stage of her 
life, the same protection in interpret- 
ing it as she claimed in the earliest 
stage of her life. Reunion should. 
therefore, be sought by going back to 
the Church which wrote the Nicene 
Creed, which formed the Bible, and 
which can trace its origin to Christ 


Himself. 

Comments were made on the pro- 
posal of the President of the Protes- 
tant Seminary by several clergymen, 
and nearly everyone of them referred

SALESIAN ORPHANAGE 
YEAR OLD, CARES FOR 
#2 BOYS NEAR TAMPA 


Tampa, Fla.—A school for orphan 
boys has been erected in a roiling 
pine forest on a beautiful lake near 


here and ts dedicated to carrying on 
the work of Don John Bosco, the 
founder of the Salesian order, who de- 
voted his life to the care of orphan 


boys. The school, conducted by the 
Salesian Fathers, is known as the 
Mary Help of Christians school for 
orphan boys. 

The institution is s:tuated on 42 
acres of land. This land and a large 


donation for the building was given by 
Mrs. Alicia Neve, a worker for the in- 
stitution, as a memoria! tu her par- 
ents. Although only a year old-——42 
boys have been placed under the care 
of the Fathers, 12 of whom are Pro- 
testants. 

In some cases relatives or friends 
have paid a small part of the expenses 
of keeping the boys in the institution 
but most of them pay nothing. The 
work is carried on mainly through the 
donations of Tampans and a special 
offering taken once a year in Florida 
Cathohe Churches. 

The Rev. F. M. Alvin, 5.C., is the 
director; the Rev. H. Koch, S.C., is in 
charge of administration, and the 
Rev. Anthony Bregolato, 5.C., in 
charge of discipline.

In the second year of their coming 
to Jerusalem, in the second month of 
the year, the Jews began the great 
work of building anew the Temple 
that Nabuzardan, the general of 
Nabuchodonosor, had destroyed in the 
year 586 before Christ. The founda- 
tions of the Temple were laid with 
great ceremony and rejoicing. The 
priests, in their vestments, sounding 
the trumpets, and the Levites, with 
cymbals, joined in a loud hymn of 
praise and thanksgiving to God, whilst 
the people responded with a great 
shout of joy, praising the Lord, be- 


cause the foundations of the Temple 


were laid. 


What, at that hour, were the emo- 
tions of Zorobabel, a descendant of the 
long line of kings who had ruled over 
what was once a great and numerous 
people’ Standing on the summit of 
Sion, he saw before him the desola- 
tion of the city.

A TOUR OF EUROPE BY AUTOMOBILE 

After the events last recorded, we visited the old city of 
Gareassone. in France, the city of Avignon, where the Popes, 
who ruled from 1309 to 1406 had their residence, Nice, the 
fashionable winter resort in the French Riviera, Turin, 
Milan, Padua and Venice, Italy. The old Carcassone is stil! 
serrounded by a very high wall, within which a British com- 
pany has erected a modern hotel of great elegance. Adijoin- 
ing the hotel! is an eleventh century church where our party 
attended Mass and received Holy Communion, following 
whith the pastor, professor of music at a seminary for thirty 
years, gave us a recital on a fifteenth century organ, which 
he rebullt, and whose volume and tone are unsurpassed. 

At Avignon the Bishop said Maas in a large church built 
about the time the Pope was enabled to return to Rome to 
Ifve and rule. 

At Nice a neat, middle-age church, near the Dominion 
hotel, is in charge of Franciscans, who, because of the 1905 
deeree against religious, must wear the caseock of the secu- 
lar priesthood. The Bishop and the clergy, accompanying 
heim, celebrated Mase here, and the laity. as usual. attended 
Mises and received Holy Communion. 

Terin was our firet over-night stop in Italy. after we 
oresged three high mountain ranges of the Alps. The motor 
trip ‘was one constant thrill for seven hours, seemingly very 
pertions and a!! of us joined in a prayer of thanksgiving as 
‘we reached leve] ground. While traversing the high passes, 
the laity insisted on prayer, and the Bishop !ed in the recita- 
tom of fifteen decades of the Rosary. Mary's Litany and 
other suffrages. 

Around the corner from our hotel at Turin was a huge 
church, and we were edified at the number who attended 
Maas and received. It seemed that they ran into the thou 
sands—and it was on a week-day. 

At Milan, where the grand Cathedra!, begun in 1396. is 
net yet completed, the Bishop had the privilege of saving 
Mass at the tomb of St. Charles Borromeo, the great Arch 
bishop of that city four centuries ago. 

The Cathedral at Milan is the second ijargest in the 
world, exceeded in size only by St. Peter’s, Rome. It is mar- 
ble throughout, including ceiling and roof. The marble was 
all donated by a generous Milanese who gave to the Cathe- 
dral parish a large marble quarry, near Lake Maggiore. It 
has sbout 1,000 turrets, each a beautiful Gothic marble 
church steeple, surmounted by a statue. In fact there are 
more than 2,000 statues on ita exterior. We also visited the 
ancient church of St. Ambrose and saw his body preserved 
imtact after fifteen hundred years. Listening to his preach- 
img at Milan, Augustine was converted and became a saint. 

All had an especia! thrill at Padua, where the univer- 
sally revered St. Anthony is buried. The seventh centenary 
ef his death will be observed in two years. Artists have 
been at work for twenty-eight vears on the interior of the 
Basilica containing his remains and we were told that it wil! 
require another one hundred years to complete the work 
which has been started 

At Venice the Bishop enjoyed the privilege of saying 
Mass at the tomb of St. Mark, the Evangelist, after whom 
the ninth century Byzantine church has been named. Piua 
X was the Patriarch and Cardinal of Venice at the time he 
was elected Pope. 

On the next day (May 1) we motored to Florence. where 
the Bishop left the party and took the train to Rome.
